BRAZIL ENDS COFFEE BURNING 


In June 1931 the Brazilian govern- 
ment inaugurated a policy of coffee 
destruction in order to remove the 
surplus supnly. On November 3rd of 
this vear the policv was abnndoned 
because of the lack of co-operation 
from other coffee producing countries 
in marketing. It is caleulated that in 
the seven intervening vears 50 million 
bags of coffee have been destroved. 
principally by burning. This works 
out at about two years world trade 
in that community. 

Brazil formerly supplied 70 ner cent 
of the coffee required in world trade 
but this has been steadily dwindling 
until the total reached 50 per cent.

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ARE THE DROUTH YEARS 
AT AN END? 


A distinguished American scientist, 
a short time ago announced that he 
believed the drought years were at an 
end, for the reason, he stated, that his 
investigations had led him be believe 
that weather cycles occurred with rhy- 
thms of 23 and 46 years respectively, 
being influenced and in turn governed 
by solar radiation cycles. The present 
drouth, which started in 1929, he con- 
sidered found its counterpart in simi- 
lar drouths which started 28 and 46 
years ago, 

Investigators of the rings in trees 
announce there seems to be evidence 
that this theory is correct. 

If great drouths occurred 46 and 23 
vears ago they should be indicated by 
Western Canadian rainfall records. 
The Research Department of the 
Searle Grain Company has examined 
these longtime records, and finds as 
follows: 

The average yearly rainfall— fall 
and growing season only, winter snow 
fall not included—for 5 years for a 
period starting 46 years ago, for 10 
points within the prairie semi-arid 
area,—or inside the Palliser line—av- 
eraged 11.42 inches; whereas the long 
time average for the same points is 
12.86 inches, and the average for the 
last two drouth years alone being 9.67 
inches. 

For 9 points outside of the Palliser 
line, or in what is termed the prairie 
wooded area, the similar annual five- 
year average, 46 years ago, was 10.67, 
the longtime average being 12.99, with 
the average for the last two years 
11.99 inches. 

Concerning the period of 23 years 
ago:—inside the semi-arid area the 
first five years for 32 points show an- 
nual average rainfall of 11.9 inches, 
the longtime average being 12.24 with 
the last two years 9.69 inches. 

Outside the semi-arid area, 26 points 
for the first five years 23 years ago 
show an annual average of 12.31 in- 
ches, with the longtime average for 
the same points of 12.70 and for the 
last two ears 11.09 inches. 

Apparently then, while the average 
yearly rainfall for five years for per- 
iods 46 years ago and 23 years ago 
show slightly less rainfall than the 
longtime annual average, the differ 
ence is neither significant nor very 
important, particularly when compar- | 
ed with the much lower rainfall of the 
last two drought years, 

It is noted also that there were no 
two years together, either 46 years 
ago or 23 years ago, when the rainfall 
was anything like as low for both 
years as it has been during these last 
two years of 1936-37; but there was, 
in one year, 1886, for the ten points 
in the semi-arid area, one bad drouth | 
year, with only 8.60 inches, and a bad 
drouth for the same year with the 
nine points in the wooded area, show-

WEEKLY COMMENT ON 
THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
BY H. G L. STRANGE 


“By selfish and short-sighted hus- 
bandry prairie farmers have mined 
their land and ruined their soil.” 

“Great Britain, therefore, can no 
longer rely upon Western Canada to 
supply her with foodstuffs; conse- 
quently, by means of tariffs ahd quo- 
tas, British farmers must be protected 
and encouraged to increase their home 
production of wheat and other foods.” 

These are studied statements that 
have been made recently over and 
over again by Mr, A.G, Street, former 
Manitoba homesteader, noted English 
farmer and distinguished writer of 
novels on agricultural subjects. 

Mr. Street’s articles appeared in 
the “Financial Post” of Toronto, and 
in the ‘London Daily Telegraph’; they 
were broadcast by radio over Great 
Britain and then published in the 
“Listener,” the British Broadcasting 
Corporation’s journal. 

I for one regard Mr. Street’s state- 
ments as a definite libel on Western 
Canada, and on our prairie farmers. 
The statements are simply untrue, 

Our farmers are not soi] miners— 
they are not ruining the land—they 
are good husbandmen, 

Careful investigations made into 
rainfall and yields by the Research 
Department of the Searle Grain Co.
